ly fixes the Lover’s Thoughts on the beloved Obje&, that he fa 
gets to breath as often as is requifite to refrefh the Heart a 
Lungs.

Tho Philofophy cannot eafily find convincing Reafons in fome 
abftracted Subjects, yet it feldom fails to furnith its Votaries with 
ufeful Arguments to alleviate their Sorrows. Boetivs foundit fo; 
you know, Sir, that he was at once a Poet and Orater, and alfoa 
excellent Philofopher and Mathematician, and that he had written 
end tranflated Books of Mufic, Arithmetic, Geometry, Mech 
nics, Geography and Aftronomy ; as alfo of Logic, Rhetoric and 
Metaphyfics: But none have gain'd him greater Honor than his five 
De Confolatione Philofophie. He made them while he was a Prifone 
at Ticizum, where Theodoric the Goth, King of Italy, kept him long, 
and at laft unjuftly caufed him to be beheaded, before he could add 
to them a fixth, in which, in all likelihood, he would have added 
the Comforts which the Chriftian Religion yields us in advert, 
asin the other five he admirably fhews all the confolation which 
Philofophy is able to beftow. For, as he was a Philofopher 
he was alfo a ftrenuous Afferter of the Bleffed ‘Trinity. He had 
been thrice Conful of Rome, where he for a long time florithed 
till he was falfly accufed and ruined. Tho he wrote Jong after the

lively and noble Sorrow, and 2 great deal of Eloquence and Poe 
try, with yet more Morality.

For ia thot foreign Drefs they are often fo mightily difguis'd, thae 
the moft learned Critics are at a lofs about the difCovery. . This 
bith given virth to the following Piece by Dr. B. nd: 


Of Modern Names made Latin. — . 


Odern Names being Originally free and indeclinable, muft 
M needs be difhonour’d by bearing the Yoak of the Latins, and 
being fubjected to their Declenfions; this might have pafsd when the. 
Rimans, by their victorious Arms, oblig’d the vanquifh’d Nations 
to receive their Language with their Chains ; But none, without 
wurping a boundlefs Tyranny, can make our Names fubmit to the 
laws of a Tongue which died with its Emperours. : 

Names are the different Characters that diftinguifh Men; many 
of the Names among the Romans were fhort Accounts of their Hi- 
fry ; and related either to the Manners, Dignities or Victories of 
thot that bore them. So no alteration can be made in them with- 
out leflening, at the fame time, the Honour of the refpective Fami- 
lies to which they belong. It is obfervable that certain grave Au- 
thors, who, by reafon of the Weight of their Works, are calld Fa- 
thers, never prefum’d to alter Hebrew Names ; alfo ancient Hiftory 
has always been very carefull in relating faithfully the Names of 
all Perfons ; and Medals, which make a confiderable Part of it, are 
cilld Numi/mata, becaufe they are Warrants to Pofterity for the 
Names of the Fantous Men whom Death hath taken from us. As 
long as the Orthography of Names has been exactly obferv’d, Or- 
derand Light fhined in the Common-wealth of Learning; but fince 
that Truft has fallen into facritegious hands, the refult of it has been 
only Diforder, Darknefs and Ignorance. 

Thus ‘tis plain, that many Authors are now confounded, and of- 
entimes Men neither know to whom, nor of whom they fpeak. 
The Names of Countries are miftaken for tho%of Men; and you 
Spe open a Modern Latin Book without being oblig’d to cry, 
4 ;. there atevery Page; The Father cannot know his Son, nor 
Meson his Father ; nay, a Man fometimes cannot find himieif out 
richeneeat and more than once Men have been feen to feek fcr
